Higdon said the city’s tax 
collections were more than 
40 percent below projections, 
leaving Renner some $46,000 
short of completing their 
proposed $106,000 budget. 
This is only the second 
year Renner has had a police 
force of its own and city 
fathers don’t think the ab­ 


sence of such a force will 
cause a “crime wave’’ in 
Renner. 
The City of Murphy, for 
example, has no police force, 
but the City of Parker, which 
adjoins Murphy on the east 
side of Plano, has W.C: 
Frizzell who acts as town 
constable. 
But according to City 
Commissioner Ross Forney, 
the citizens of Renner a r e 
going to have to take up the 
slack by acting as somewhat 
of a volunteer vigilance and

Candidate Committees Fail to File Documents 


The campaign committees 
of two City Council can­ 
didates may be in apparent 
violation of the Campaign 
Reporting and Disclosure 
Act of 1973. 
Paid advertisements for 
Place 2 candidate Larry 
Jackson and Place 4 can­ 
didate Bill Glenn have ap­ 
peared in local newspapers, 
although 
the 
compaign 
committees operating for 
each candidate have failed 
to File statements with City 
Secretary Dorothy Thomp­ 
son. 
The campaign act which 
amended Article 
14 
of 
Vernon’s Texas Election 
Code requires that a political 
committee file the name of 
its campaign treasurer with 
the appropriate authority 
before any contributions are 


accepted or expenditures 
made. 
The act states in part: 
“ Every 
candidate 
for 
nomination for or election to 
a municipal office...and 
every political committee in 
any such election...shall 
designate 
a 
campaign 
manager (amended to read 
campaign treasurer in 1975) 
by written appointment to be 
filed with the clerk or 
secretary 
of 
the 
municipality...” 
Thompson 
said 
each 
candidate received a packet 
of information including the 
fact that such statements 
must be filed when he picked 
up documents requesting 
that his name be placed on 
the April 3 ballot. 
Another provision of the, 
law states that each paid 


advertisement must include 
the name and address of the 
person 
who 
personally 
purchased the ad or in whose 
behalf the transaction was 
made. 
Jackson ads have ap­ 
peared bearing the legend 
“Bobby Ray, Comm. Ch., 
2820 
Forest 
Grove, 
Richardson’’ while Glenn 
ads read “ Bill Glenn Comm., 
1709 H, Plano.” 
If either candidate has 
“knowingly” permitted this 
violation to occur, his name 
may be removed from the 
ballot under provisions of the 
Texas Election Code. 
Proceedings 
by 
quo 
warranto in the district court 
may be instituted by any 
citizen to determine if a 
violation has occurred. 
Although no committee 


has filed a statement naming 
a campaign treasurer, each 
candidate has done so. 
Glenn, M.E. (Mike) Morgan,

Spreen,

Wooldridge have designated 
them selves as campaign 
treasurers.

Grocery Prices Drop 


Consumer Prices Slow Considersbly

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Consumer prices increased 
0.1 per cent in February, the 
smallest monthly hike in 
more than four years, the 
Labor Departm ent said 
today. 
The miniscule increase re­ 


flected a sharp drop in 
grocery prices, the depart­ 
ment said. 
The 0.1 per cent increase 
was the smallest since Sept, 
1971, and showed the con­ 
tinuing slowdown in the rate 
of inflation. The Consumer 
Price Index rose 0.4 per cent 


in January and averaged 0.6 
per cent average for the last 
three months of 1975. 
Seasonally adjusted index 
figures showed an overall I 
per cent decline in food 
prices, due mainly to a 1.5 
per cent drop in grocery 
foods. That followed a 0.4 per

cent decline last month. 
A dm inistntion 
econo­ 
mists had predicted Thur­ 
sday that inflation would 
continue to moderate in 
coming months, primarily 
due to prospects of future 
declines in food prices. 
The February statistics in­ 
dicated gasoline prices also 
declined while charges for 
consumer services rose, but 
at a slower rate than in 
January. 


A Plano woman accused of 
causing the fire which totally 
destroyed the Eastwood 
Apartment complex last 
October pled guilty to 
criminal mischief Thursday 
in 199th District Court.

Specialist Gives R ecom m endations 


BY JAMES A. MCAFEE 
Turfgrass Specialist 
Occasionally a lawn will 
start to become thin and 
spotty and, in some cases, 
large dead areas may ap­ 
pear. 
These areas 
are 
eventually filled in by un­ 
desirable plant species. 
At 
this 
point, 
the 
homeowner must decide if: 
(I) the lawn can be brought 
back to desired appearance 


through 
norm al 
m ain­ 
tenance, (2) if lawn requires 
renovation or if (3) lawn has 
to 
be 
com pletely 
re ­ 
established. 
First, it must be deter­ 
mined what causes the lawn 
to d eterio rate and this 
problem corrected. This is 
usually caused by: 
(a) 
im p ro p er 
m a in ten an c e 
practices, (b) 
disease or 
insect attacks, (c) use of 


grass not adapted to the 
region or <d) excessive 
thatch accumulation. 
Your County Extension 
Agent can help in answering 
this question. Once this is 
resolved, it must be decided 
which one of the above 
procedures will be used to 
improve the lawn. In most 
cases, renovation is the 
answer

Shrubs Considered 


Consider the benefits to 
your yard of a flowering 
shrub. These multi-purpose 
plants can be used stogy Qr 
in rows; can be decorative 
borders or background; can 
cover a fence or £§ a fefiqe* 
can create privacy, prevent 
soil erosion, and obstruct 
drifting snow. 
Then, along with all these 
features, include the added 
virtue of a resplendent 
display of flowers annually 
Such a gift, in exchange for a 
small investment of cash 
and labor, must be one ot 
nature’s better deals! 
The variety of sizes and 
shapes 
and 
colors 
of 
flowering shrubs is almost 
unlimited, so that your job is 
to decide where you want to 


plant, 
what 
function 
the 
shrubs are to perform, and 
what 
qualities you 
want 
them to have. 
After picking a site, decide 
how the shrubs are to be 
used: as windbreak, screen, 
hedge, border, near the 
house, on a slope, etc. Next 
you will need to know the 
height, width, color and 
texture you desire. 
The conditions of the 
planting site are also im­ 
portant: 
sunny or shady 
exposure; moist or dry soil; 
c lim a tic 
c o n d itio n s , 
especially 
tem perature 
extremes; and whether the 
soil is sandy, loamy or clay. 
Once you have determined 
conditions and uses, your 
local nursery garden center 


can advise you on the best 
shrubs available to suit your 
purposes and the growing 


necessary 
steps 
in 
renovation of a home lawn. 
Lawns in this area with 
warm season grasses should 
be 
renovated 
in 
early 
spring—about the same time 
you would normally plant. 
Lawns with cool season 
grasses (Tall Fescue) should 
be renovated in the fall 
(September). 
Step I. Eradication of all 
undesirable weed species 
and or excessive thatch. 
Weeds can be removed by 
either 
chem ical 
or 
mechanical 
means, 
while 
thatch will require some 
m echancial 
m eans 
of 
removal. 
Step 2. Soil cultivation by 
coring, 
slicing 
and-or 
spiking In a lot of cases, soil 
com paction is the m ain 
cause for deterioration of the 
lawn. Cultivating the soil by 
above methods will 
help 
relieve this soil compaction. 
This will allow for better 
m ovem ent 
of 
m oisture, 
nutrients and air in the 
rootzone. 
Step 3. Correcting soil pH 
and or salinity (salt a c ­ 
cumulation) problem, if one 
exists, lf the pH is not 
suitable for optimum plant 
growth, it must be corrected. 
Most lawns in this area have 
too high a pH. Take soil test 
to determine the pH and soil 
fertility level 
Step 4. Fertilization. Apply 
fertilizer to lawn area and 
water. Unless soil tests show 
need for special rate, use a 
good com plete fertilizer, 
containing N P K. 
Step 
5. 
Seeding 
or 
vegetative planting. If lawn 
is overseeded, drag area 
seeded with rake of some 
kind. This helps bring seed in 
contact with soil. If area is 
planted with 
vegetative 
material, place springs in 
furrow and topdress stolons 
lightly with soil (14- 1 1 in­ 
ches). Then roll lawn. 
Step6. Irrigation. Whether 
the lawn is reseeded or 
planted with 
vegetative 
stock, water as soon as

Rose Care Explained

the rose bush’s first colorful,

gardener is reminded of why 
this ancient flower has

The m ost common of 
lowering shrubs, the rose s 
popularity is accounted for, 
in part, by the variety of 
species available. It is a rare 
lawn that does not 'nave 
some rose-bearing plant: a 
miniature, a bush, a tree or a 
climber. The color selection 
is a slice out of the rainbow s 
spectrum—yellows, creams, 
inks, reds, white. When 
properly cared for, roses are 
easily 
grown 
alm ost 
anywhere, and are always 
an attractive addition to any 
lawn or garden.

Specific 
planting 
in­ 
structions are available 
from your 
local 
nursery 
garden center. 
If rose-bearing plants are 


already growing 
in your 
yard, now is the right time 
for pruning and feeding. To 
prune, cut away all dead, 
broken or scraggly shoots, 
leaving the bush open for 
healthy growth of stronger 
canes. New green shoots will 
soon be appearing on your 
plants as the spring sun 
warms the earth. 
Roses 
need 
nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash as 
basic nutrients, and these 
are available from com­ 
mercial fertilizers, such as 5- 
10-5, or natural materials. 
Sow fertilizer two to three 
inches into soil surrounding 
perimeter and water af­ 
terwards. For the healthiest 
roses, good feeding practice 
is to repeat this process 
three times annually: once 
in early spring, once about 
the time of heavy June 
bloom, and once in early 
August. 
Watering 
requirements 
vary with the climate, but a 
good rule of thumb is to 
make sure the roses receive 
the equivalent of one inch of 
rainfall weekly. 


There are certain common 
diseases, such as black spot, 
and 
insects, 
such 
as 
Japanese beetles, which 
may be readily controlled by 
the use of properly timed 
sprays and dusts. Advice

control may be obtained 
from your garden center

Horticidturalist Recommends 


BY NEIL SPERRY 
Area Landscape 
Horticulturist 
Shade trees are one of our 
first thoughts in landscape 
development. We’re for­ 
tunate in North Texas to 
have many dozens of highly 
suitable species. Special 
care need be given, though, 
to fitting the tree to the 
location. 
Have an overall plan or 
objective for planting a tree. 
Do 
you 
need 
shade, 
protection 
from 
wind, 
screening, a pedestrian 
barricade or a colorful ac­ 
cent? Are you using the tree 
as a frame for your home? 
Know 
your 
soil 
and 
climatic conditions. Many 
trees such as dogwoods and 
East Texas pines need acid 
soils, a rarity in most of 
North Texas. Other trees 
such as eucalyptus, citrus 
and many palms, aren’t 
reliably hardy in winter. 
Remember when planning 
to consider 
the 
tree’s 
ultimate height and spread. 
Two or three well placed 
accents can do far more for a 
landscape than a dozen 
crowded and struggling 
plants. 
It’s best to avoid the really 
fast growing trees, since 
most are quite prone to pest 
problems. Included are 
willows (borers, cotton root 
rot), cottonwood (borers, 
cotton root rot), Arizona ash 
(borers), Chinese elm (elm 
leaf beetle), sycamore (lace 
bugs, anthracnose) and 
mimosas (momosa web­ 
worm, mimosa wilt). 
Better by far are the 
following 20 species: 
Over 40 feet: 
Pecan, 


S o u th e rn 
M a g n o lia , 
Sweetgum, Shumard Red 
Oak, 
Live 
Oak, 
Bald 
Cypress, Cedar Elm, and 
Deodare Cedar. 
From 20 to 40 feet:

F r u itle s s 
Mulberry, Japanese Black 
Pine, Chinese Pistachio, 
Bradford Pear, Chinese 
Tallowtree, and Mexican 
Plum. 
Under 20 feet: Crape 
Myrtle, Yaupon Holly, and 
Japanese Ligustrum. 
Small trees (six to eight 
feet height) may be your 
better 
landscape 
in­ 
vestment, as they recover 
more quickly from tran­ 
splant shock than larger 
specimens. Container^grown 
stock is quickest to re­ 
establish, followed by balled- 
and-burlapped and bare- 
rooted trees. 
Water your shade trees 
slowly 
and 
thoroughly 
during dry spells. Fertilize 
in early spring and early 
summer with a complete and 
balanced analysis (10-10-5,8- 
8-8, etc.), one pound per inch 
of trunk diameter measured 
at ground level. 
Prune established trees 
during the dormant (winter) 
season, being careful to 
leave no stubs to decay. 
Many trees will need little, if 
any, pruning each year. 
None will benefit from the 
disfiguring topping. 
Some of the features of the 
previously 
recommended 
trees are as follows:

Nature has concocted an 
i n g e n i o u s 
e x h c a n g e 
program between plants and 
animals. Animals (and that 
includes humans), take in 
oxygen and exhale carbon 
dioxide as they breathe.

S6me botanists think this 
relationsHtp-tfetWt&h plants 
and animals explains why 
house plants are more likely 
to thrive when someone talks 
to them regularly: 
the 
talking gives the plants an 
intense, direct dose of 
carbon dioxide. 
Whatever may be the 
explanations for the benefits 
of talking to plants, there is 
no questioning the value of 
what plants do for humans 
and other animals in filling 
the air with life-giving 
oxygen. Pot plants in the 
home add not only beauty 
and a sense of aliveness, 
they also help purify the air 
by absorbing the carbon 
dioxide and emitting oxygen. 
Just as house plants 
function as air filters in­ 


doors, trees, shrubs, and 
other 
green 
vegetation 
operate on a vaster scale 
outdoors to absorb the 
carbon dioxide and pump 
oxygen into the atmosphere. 
This chemical process is a 
built-in and indispensable 
role within the eco-svstem. 
The sanitizing function of 
plants is not limited to the 
disbursement of oxygen, 
however. Their leaves act as 
tiny filters which catch dust 
and other pollutants, then 
the rain comes and washes 
the particles back into the 
soil.

I open and flatten 
them to line cake pans, roll out cookie dough, pie crust and 
biscuits. Cut to size to line lids of jars and cans that aroused to 
store food, they help insure a tight moisture proof fit. The bags 
can also be used as they come from the boxes to store leftover 
cake, cookies, sandwiches, meat or vegetables that are to go 
in the refrigerator. They can even be used to wrap lunches. 
Also, never throw away plastic bread wrappers or any food 
wraps, but use as garbage bags, or to hold stray parts, nails or 
screws. I also save and reuse the little twisters over and over.
